Claim to Millions In Treasury

It is claimed that a fortune of 


12,000,060 now in the United Slates 
treasury awaits a young Pole named 
Dembitzky, provided he can tracts his 
relationship to Baron Ludwig Napo- 
leon Dembitzky, who fought in the 
Union army and died in battle during 
the civil war. An attorney of this 
city has been retained fay the young 
man, who is living in Russia. 
The 


attorney, who has hn»n in communica- 
tion with Secretary Gage, said the 
records of the government's indebted- 
ness to the original Dembitzky nave 
been found. 
Baron • Dembitzky, ac- 


cording to the story furnished to sev- 
eral of the newspapers here, left Po- 
land in 1S63 because of political trou- 
bles and camp to this country. He 
had $400.000 in American money, the 
proceeds of the ?aie or his estates. 
This he deposited with the federal 
government at Washington and went 
into the army. He «as killed in the 
Battle of the Wilderness. 


In 18S7 his grand-nephew in Russia 


received a communication from Jo- 
»eph Howies, consul of the United 
States at Warsaw, Russia, informing 
him of the money left by the old sol- 
dier in the government's care, and 
asked for proof of relationship. The 
sum, 
with compound interest, now 


amounts to more tham $2.000,000. 


Considerable difficulty was encoun- 


tered in establishing the relationship 
because o* records in churches and 
courthouses in Poland destroyed by 
fire by Russian troops. Xot later than 
a month ago a Bible containing the 
family tree was found which, it is 
claimed, completely establishes the 
claims of tua nephew.

With both sides arming for the coo- 


fllct and a general strike bnt a tew 
hours away, many well informed per- 
sons hold the belief that there will 
yet be a settlement of the strike. 
Veryl Preston is here and his pres- 
ence started the rumor that he cam* 
for another conference in behalf of 
the steel corporation. Mr. ProMOtt 
denied this and made no effort to ae» 
any of tb* strike leaders. Some of 
the men who predict settlem*at be- 
lieve there will be outalde. interven- 
tion from powerful interests and a 
submission of the dispute to arbitra- 
tion. Men of national reputation, la- 
eluding Archbishop Ireland and Sena- 
tors Hanna and Scott, hare been 
named in this connection, but if effort 
is being put forth in that direction it 
is being done without the knowledge 
of the public. 


President Shatter and his 


insist that the strike order will b* 
generally obeyed and that ta*y will 
have more than enough support t* 
cripple the steel corporation. 


Officials 0f the steel company admit 


that thousands of men will 00*7 th* 
order of President Shaffer *f th* 
Amalgamated Association and go out, 
but they positively deny that the tie- 
up will be general They point to their 
success in reopening four mills that 
were closed and say they have strong* 
holds at points where the Amalgamat- 
ed claims the greatest strength. Th*

Amalgamated Association will get. 


The steel company succeeded la

Wellsville that the strike was Tirttt- 
ally over there. They met with no 
opposition at any of the four points 
where they hare reopened mills. It~ 
is 'planned soon to open another mill 
at Lindsav & McCuteheon's and also 
to start the Painter mill and the Char* 
tiers plant at Carnegie. The steel 
corporation is evidently putting forth 
Its greatest effort at Pittsburg, the 
headquarters of the strike, for th* 
moral effect elsewhere. 


President Shaffer had a long con- 


ference with President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
who came here for a personal study 
of the situation befare committing 
himself or his immense organization. 
in any manner. 
President Gompers 


came here in company with Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the Federation, 
and was met at Amalgamation head- 
quarters b^ President Shaffer and 
other Amalgamated officials. Presi- 
dent Gompers declined to state the 
result of the deliberations and w*uld 
say nothing.

Mr. PUiilips 
told a reporter that the principle of all 
his trading was to be found in this 
motto, which was written in his note- 
book: "When au article ia good de- 
mand is cheap acd you have usoney to 
Invest, buy it.'"

In all of his deals. It is reported that 
In his great corn deal 300 farmers in 
Iowa and central Illinois were the 
backbone of his Sght- It was virtually 
a battle between these 300. led by Phil- 
lips. against the recognized forces of 
the market. . Yet. even in view of this 
big deaL Georze H. Phillips did not 
come to be any recosnized permanent 
factor in toe Chicago market. He has 
lived a quiet, hardworking .life, and 
•what be has accomplished has been 
due to his phenomena! knowledge of 
the corn crop.
